Belden Case 
Up To Solons 
For Decision 


Judge Takes Stand and Ad- 


mits He Never Repaid 
$20,000 Loan 


Madison —UP)— An annual salary 


of 56,500 was inadequate to keep him 
from going $27,000 in debt, Circuit 
Judge E. B. Belden, Racine, told the 
assembly's judiciary committee Wed- 
nesday. 


And when his salary was raised to 


?10,500 four years ago the increase 
was not large enough to allow him 
to make even a small payment on 
the $20,000 he borrowed from Z. G. 
Simmons,-president of the Simmons 
company, Kenosha, 
Judge Belden 


said. His testimony completed the 
committee's inquiry into Belden's of- 
ficial conduct. 


In 1919, Mr. Simmons struck the 


$20,000 loan from his books as a bad 
debt, Belden admitted. The commit- 
tee now has the problem of decid- 
ing -whether Belden is a "good and 
honest judge, but a poor business- 
man," or whether his financial trans- 
actions have made him unfit for 
the bench! 


The committee is to report to the 


assembly whether or not impeach- 
ment proceedings should be institut- 
ed against Belden. Chairman Alrin 
C. Reis said the committee's find- 
ings will not be made until after 
the July 4 holiday. 


PLEADS INNOCENCE 


Thomas M. Kearney, Sr., Racine, 


Belden's counsel, told the commit- 
tee all charges against Belden had 
been refuted, except the one dealing 
•with his $20,000 loan. Such a trans- 
action is a personal matter, and can- 
not bs considered misconduct, Kear- 
ney declared. 


"I regret his indebtedness," said 


Kearney, "but I present him to you 
as a good and honest judge."

tion of the aviation schools in the 
United States Is being made by the 
commerce department in an effort to 
reduce the number of air fatalities. 


Major Clarence M. Young, director 


of aeronautics of the department, ex- 
pects the investigation 
to reduce 


greatly if it does 
not eradicate the 


"ten-hour fly-by-night schools" by 
making it possible to single out and 
list schools .worthy of an approved 
rating. 


"In this way," he explains, "it will 


be known which schools are ap- 
proved and the ones that are not, 
and anyone 
who 
really wants to 


learn to fly naturally would attend 
an approved institution. 


"The students 
oj? these 
schools 


would receive better instruction than 
the ones of the non-approved institu- 
tions, and, of course, would be better 
qualified to fly. This should result in 
holding to a minimum the number of 
fatalities." 


Department figures show 222 fatal- 


ities from commercial flying: during 
the last six months of 1928, com- 
pared with 
162 in 
the first six 


months. In the full year, flying of 
commercial 
planes increased 
ap- 


proximately 1,000 per cent. 


"The increase in the number of 


deaths," Major Young declared, "was 
far less than

Madison —C/P)—Towns, cities and 


villages -will be allowed twice as 
much for construction of roads un- 
der the 3-cent gasoline tax highway 
bill endorsed by 
Governor Kohler 


and agreed upon by the joint finance 
committee of the legislature. 


Interviews with 
legislators who 


helped draft the bill or conferred 
over it revealed today that the mea- 
sure, not yet printed, makes 
the 


sliding scale of ?25 to S200 a mile 
allowed towns cities and villages for 
construction read "$50 to $400." 


The free fund, out of which coun- 


ties are allowed amounts in advance 
to plan their construction ahead, is 
increased from $1,500,000 to a con- 
siderably larger sum, under the in- 
creased gas tax. The amount was 
not definitely known by several who 
wera interviewed. 


After these allotments are taken 


from the annual highway revenues 
30 per cent of the remainder will go 
to the state for through-routes, un- 
der the proposed 
5,000-mile cross- 


state plan adopted by the highway 
commission and 70 per cent will go 
to the counties.

year for snow removal this being a 
new appropriation.

New Immigration Law in 


United States Goes into 


Effect on July 1 


Hurt in Crash 


Washington —14>)— A new sys- 


tem of determining permissible Im- 
migration into the United States, 
particularly European immigration, 
will go into operation around the 
borders of the United States next 
Monday. 


That »s the date for the national 


origins amendments to the old la\\ 
successfully maintained by it.s sup- 
porters in the senate over the objec- 
tion of President Hoover, to become 
effective. The scheme, devised in an 
attempt to proportion European im- 
migration in accordance with the 
present racial character of the Am- 
erican population, will cut down Hie 
total of European immigration ma- 
terially, 
and 
bring 
about 
sharp 


changes in the quotas oC various 
nations. It will not, however, affect 
immigration from Canada and Mexi- 
co, now the largest sources of new 
population aside from the national 
birthrate. 


"So fnr as the administration of 


the immigration service goes, the 
new law will require no change ol 
methods, no increase of personnel, 
and no difficulties we can at present 
sec,' Carl Robe White, assistant sec- 
retary of labor, said. "All of the de- 
terminations for its enforcement ha.v 
been made, and the change from the 
present quota system to the national 
origins plan will pass unnoted In 
our daily work." 


Under the new system, about 130,- 


00 immigrants will be admitted an- 
nually from Europe, as compared 
with approximately 16-1,000 under the 
old quota basis. England and North- 
ern Ireland, which this year nere al- 
lowed 3-1,007 immigrants to the Uni- 
ted States, will be permitted, a total 
of 6B,721 annually after July 1, or 
something lUce 
44 per rent of the 


year's immigration from Europe. 


LARGE QUOTA CUTS 


Germany will be allowed 25,907 


Immigrants Instead of 51,227; Irish 
Free State 17,852, instead of 28,567; 
Sweden 3,314, against 9,561; Norway 
2,377, agamj-T 6,453; Denmark 1.181, 
against 2,789; roland 6,524 against 
5,982: Belgium, 1,301, against 612; 
and Italy 5,802 against 3,815. Jlost 
of the other nations will be held to 
the arbitrary minimum allowance of 
100 a year.

Under the expiring quota system, ap- 
plications for passports by intending 
British immigrants have so far ex- 
ceeded to allotment that they have 
been granted for two years abend. 
The increase awarded to Italy under 
the new system also will be quickly 
filled up. 


Aside from the reduction in Ger- 


man and Irish Free State immigra- 
tion, the next greatest change will j 
affect the three Scandinavian 
na- 


tions, which will 
furnish only be- 


tween a third and a half us many 
new citizens in the future an they 
have in the past. 


The right to

States is now being successfully de- 
termined for nearly all immigrants 
in their home countries Iif-fore they 
embark, and few are subjected to the 
hardships of making

crack the whip over Albania in a

feuds. 


It took Mussolini four years to 


round up the leaders of the Mafia, an 
association committed to redressing 
grievances by the knife and pistol 
and to purge the 
country of the 


Mafia's 
tyranny. 
Whether King 


Zogu will succeed in a similar dar- 
ing reform is considered doubtful, 
because the practice of blood feuds 
in this remote and unlettered coun- 
try is founded upon the tradition of 
a thousand years. In Albania a single 
case of homicide often leads to 
a 


series of similar crimes or to pro- 
tracted warfare between neighboring 
families and communities. The mur- 
derer, as a rule, knowing that his 
life is in danger, takes refuge in the 
mountains or remains for years se- 
cluded in the house. 


Mountain tribes 
in central 
Al- 


bania, instead of bringing their dif- 
ferences before the courts of law, 
seek satisfaction by violence. Many 
Albanians perisb by the sword, be- 
cause the vendetta system decrees 
that blood must be washed with 
blood. No offence is ever forgiven by 
the Albanian. 


Sometimes a truce (besa) is ar- 


ranged by mediation. It is the mufti, 
or the local village mayor, who 
brings the two adversaries together. 
The truce is of temporary character, 
as nothing but blood can repair an 
outrage to an Albanian's honor. The

parties, but when it expires the feud 
is resumed with isnewed vigor; until 
redress has been obtained by the 
knife.

Magnate's Line 


Detroit, Mich. —W)—Successfully 


terminating his excursion into the 
tarnsportation field, Henry Ford has 
sold the Detroit, Toledo and Ironton 
railroad to an undisclosed group of 
investors believed to represent 
the 


Pennsylvania railroad. 


The sale was announced late yes- 


terday by officers of the First Na- 
tional Bank 
in 
Detroit, through 


which the sale was made. Ford of- 
ficials had announced Monday that 


to the Pennsylvan'a railroad were 
"almost completed " 


Purchased in 1920 to round out 


the Ford program of controlling eve- 
ry step in production of his motor 
cars, the Detroit and Toledo and 
Ironton later was so renovated un- 
der the motor magnate's administra- 
tion that it became a paying busi- 
ness in its own right. 


Much of its success was attribut- 


ed to the fact that its business was 
obtained from other roads holding 
Ford transportation contracts but 
Mr. Ford derived^ a great deal of 
pleasure from 
turning 
the 
once 


decadent road into a profitable en- 
terprise and his methods were as 
startling in railroad circles as were 
his innovations in the motor indus- 
try. 


Instead of inaugurating a policy 


of economy he radically increased ex- 
penditures for improvements. The 
wage scale of his automobile plants 
was brought into cabs and round- 
houses, much to the dismay of other 
railroad owners who subsequently 
fought him at every turn and em- 
ployes were permitted to otbain cer- 
tificates which have paid 12 per cent 
annually. 


The announcement of sale of the 


railroad did not mention the price. 
Ford bought the line for $5,000,000 
but in 1924 it was learned it had 
earned more than $1,000,000 a' year 
over the' four year period of Ford 
administration and m 1926 before 
the Interstate Commerce commis- 
sion, Ford attorneys argued

versity of Illinois, and its president 
for 10 years, has been the ability of 
Dr. David Kinley to "sell" the insti- 
tution to the state, and particularly 
the state legislators. 


Dr. Kinley will be retired next 


fall. 
An university rule calls for 


the retirement of faculty members 
when they are 68. The 
president 


will be 68 in August. 


During the decade of Dr. Kinley's 


occupancy of the presidency not a 
dissenting vote has been raised in 
either house of the state assembly 
against the university's appropria- 
tion. The appropriations increased 
from $5,000,000 to $12,000,000 m that 
period. 


Dr. Kinley, who has been at Illi- 


nois 36 years, sought in every way 
to demonstrate to Illinois that the 
state unhersity 
belonged to 
the 


people. Various visiting days were 
fostered; 
faculty 
members 
were 


available for community and civic 
club oocasicns, each time the legis- 
lature met the lawmakers were the 
guests of the school over a -weekend; 
precautions were taken that facul- 
ty members and employes of 
the 


school 
maintained 
neutrality 
on 


questions outside the school. 


The Illini president was born in 


Scotland, educated at Johns Hop- 
kins and took his first job at Wis- 
consin, assistant professor of eco- 
nomics. A year there and he came 
to Illinois m 1893. Dean of liberal 
arts, dean of graduate school and 
vice-president were the steps to the 
presidency. 


Dr. Kinley also has been a figure 


in the economic world. Preside-it 
Taft sent him to the fourth interna- 
tional conference of American states 
at Buenos Aires and to Chile on a 
special mission. He was a delegate 
to the second Pan-Amer,can science 
college. From 1915 to 1919 he was 
on a financial committee studying 
Chilean problems.

STATE LIQUOR CONTROL 


Wade H. Ellis, assistant to the at- 


torney-general in the Taft administra- 
tion, advances the proposal that 
the 


federal government keep out of states 
which refuse to cooperate and uphold 
the dry laws and let them paddle their 
own canoe. 


He argues that this policy would in- 


spire "greater sense of personal and 
local responsibility" under the concur- 
rent power for enforcement granted in 
the 18th amendment and would "have 
an immediate and electrical effect all 
'over the country." Such a plan of fed- 
efal enforcement would mean that 
where the people of any 
one of the 


states show, by their legislation and ad- 
ministration, that they want the boot- 
legger or the saloon, the United States 
government would let them ejvjoy the 
company of their choice. 


In'the case of Wisconsin, which has 


repealed its enforcement act, and no 
longer cooperates with the federal gov- 
ernment in making the 18th amend- 
ment effective, the entire responsibility 
of controlling and "regulating 
the 


liquor traffic would devolve'upon the 
state. This would -necessitate immedi- 
ately the enactment of legislation and 
determination of a definite policy with 
respect to the saloon and the liquor 
business. In the absence of such legis- 
lation the state would be entirely at 
the mercy of bootleggers, moonshiners 
and a criminal and exploiting class. 


We think the suggestion of Mr. Ellis 


!&'«. good one, and AVC should like tousee. 
it tried out. It would be a roundabout 
way 
of experimenting with state 


handling of the liquor problem and 
would undoubtedly give impetus to 
the movement for repeal or modifica- 
tion ,of the 18th amendment. Any state 
so treated by the federal government 
could no longer complain of prohibi- 
tion. It would be up to it to set and 
keep its house in order and to deal 
with the 1'iquor traffic as it saw fit. 
Whatever the results^and whatever the 
conditions, the responsibility would be 
entirely its own. There could be no 
passing of the buck. We should very 
much like to see the scheme tried out 
in Wisconsin. 


A WORD ABOUT YOUTH

about "flaming youth" and its sins as 
you did a short time ago. In case you 
are still a bit worried about the erring 
younger 
generation, however, you 


- might listen to these remarks from the 


Rev. Charles R. Brown, D. D., dean 
emeritus of the Yale Divinity School, 
who has seen the new generation at 
close range for a number of years. 


"I have no sympathy whatever with 


this wholesale decrying of the tenden- 
cies of youth," says Dean Brown. "The 
young people are not everything that 
is great and grand and good, neither 
are they the last word in total deprav- 
ity. They are mixed like the rest of us. 
The wheat and tares grow together in 
that soil which is warm and rich and 
fertile beyond measure, according to 
the seed sown!"

But most of the depositors use the ac- 
cumulated funds to buy homes, or to 
put into other real estate investments, 
or to educate their children. 


These are all purposes more impor- 


tant, in the long run, than mere ac- 
cumulation in the bank. Yet it is a pity 
that bank funds are limited so much to 
this merely temporary service. 
They 


represent not only capital in its most 
liquid form, but an investment com- 
bining profit and safety in an,unusual 
degree.

"MISSISSIPPI BUBBLE?' 


On June 27, 1720. the gigantic banking and 


commercial scheme, the "Mississippi Bubble," 
burst. , 


The scheme , was projected in France by I the 


celebrated, Scottish financier, John Law, to 
resuscitate the French finances- by. removing 
some of the debt which followed the wars of 
Louis XIV. 


Money was to flow into France by developing, 


the resources of the province of Louisiana and 
he country bordering on the Mississippi—a tract 
at that time believed to abound in precious met- 
als. 


A company 
tvas 
incorporated in 1717 and 


started with capital of 100,000,000 livres. Two 
lundred thousand shares were placed on the 
market and eagerly bought up. 


In 1719 the company changed its name and 


obtained a monopoly of trading to the East In-

TO APPEALS COURT 


Would Upset Allocations of 


Channels Awarded to Two 
Companies

Washington—"With the avowed in- 


tention of upsetting the allocation of 
continental short \va-\e channels to 
the Universal Wireless Communca- 
tions company, Inc., and to the Ra- 
dio Corporation of America, the In- 
tercity Radio Telegraph company has 
carried to the courts its grievance 
against the federal radio commission. 
The commission 
denied 
the com- 


pany s application lor do continental 
channels which it proposed to employ 
in expanding its present limited ra- 
dio telegraph servica in the great 
lakes region. 


The Intercity has asked the court 


of appeals of the District of Colum- 
bia to issue a stay order prohibiting 
the commission from granting licens- 
es for the frequencies requested by 
it, and otherwise stop any commis- 
sion action that would pre\ent it 
from obtaining those channels ua 
til the commission's adverse decision 
is reviewed. It is the same proce- 
dure that was followed by the basic 
"WGY broadcasting case, and it is 
being handled by the same attorney, 
Frank J. Hogan, who defended E 
L. Doheny in the Teapot Dome oil 
scandal. 
The court reversed 
the 


commission in the "WGY case. 


In a lengthy petition, outlining 


reasons for its appeal, the Inter- 
city attacks the commission on con- 
stitutional grounds. It contends that 
the commission has eried in its 
award of channels to other appli- 
cants and characterized the Univer- 
sal project to interconnect 110 cit- 
ies with the 40 channels allocted 
it as a "visionary scheme." 


XO CHANNELS LEFT 


The request for a stay in the al- 


locations is made with the full real- 
ization that all of the channels avail- 
able for point to point communica- 
tion in competition \\ith \\ire serv- 
ice have been assigned under the 
commission's action on June 7 last. 
Even if the court should find that 
the Intercity, which filed its appli- 
cations jointly with the Wireless 
Telegraph and Communications com- 
pany is entitled to additional facili- 
ties "the commission would have no 
frequencies available for further as- 
signment " 


Along with its petition for the 


appeal and its petition for a stay 
order, the Inteicity submits a pro- 
posed form of the stay oider for the 
guidance of the court. This, again, 
is= the procedure followed in the suc- 
cessful WGY appeal in which the 
court overrode the commission's de- 
cision relegating that station from 
full time to pait time operation. 
This proposed order cites that the 
commission be prohibited from re- 
ducing the number of available fre 
quencies below the number suffi- 
cient to give effect to the court's 
decision1 should it hold the Intercity 
application should be granted. 


JUDGES MAT VOTE 


The court now is m recess. Under 


its proceduce, however, petition for 
a stay may be acted upon by votes 
of the individual justices. The com- 
mission has until next Monday to 
answer the petition, and assistant 
General Counsel Paul M. Segal has 
been assigned to the task. Action 
may be expected a few days after 
July 1. 


The Intercity, headed by Emil J. 


Simon, of Cleveland, now operates 
m point to point service between 
Buffalo, Cleveland, Columbus, 
De- 


troit and Chicago, using the station 
of the Wireless Company at the lat- 
ter city. It also operates a ship to 
shore service on the Great Lakes. 
In presenting its applications for the 
35 additional channels, the Intercity 
claimed the backing of Warner Eros, 
and First National Motion Picture 
companies to the extent of ?1,600,000 
should its applications be granted 


"The effect of the 
commission's 


action is to prevent the Intercity 
from taking advantage of the diffi- 
cult and costly pioneer work it has 
performed, and on the other hand 
it gives to companies now in the 
field the unearned advantage of ren- 
dering or attempting to render a 
service denied to the Intercity," sajs 
' the petition. 


The petition, in no uncertain terms 


condemn the grants to the "Unn'er- 
sal/ and the R. C. A. 
The appli- 


cations of the former company, it 
asserts, "are impractical, uneconom- 
ical and may retard rather than 
promote the development of Domes- 
tic radio telegraphy." 


In the R. C. A. case it states that 


the principle underlying the selection 
of the cities in which it intends to 
operate "does not bear out the con- 
tention that its si stem •nill be com- 
prehensive.

Madison — The "Old Swimming 


Hole" as a time-honored place for 
play and recreation, has found a de- 
fender. Keglected because 
of 
its 


murky waters, condemned because it 
might b« a breeding spot of bacte- 
ria, the educational committee of the 
State Medical Society this week an- 
nounces that if the place is fed by 
constant waters it is probably as 
good a place to bathe as some of the 
modern cement pools. 


"The things which make any 


swimming place a 
source 
from 


which disease is spread, are the stag- 
nation of water in which many hu- 
man bodies have batherf, the un- 
restricted use of the bathing place 
by sick and well alike, and pollu- 
tion with domestic sewage," declares 
the bulletin of the Wisconsin State 
Medical Society. 


"Bacteria are dangerous if they 


are disease producing and disease 
producing bacteria are most likely 
to be shed from the bodies of peo- 
ple, and particularly when they are 
sick. It is, therefore, important that 
all swiming pool water be as free 
from bacteria of human source as 
possible and that all pools be so 
governed that people who are ob- 
viously sick are excluded from bath-j 
ing in them. The old swimming hole j 
was not dangerous because it was| 
usually off the trail of human travel, 
and because it was constantly puri- 
fied by the flow of the stream. 


"Because of the necessity of or- 


ganized play and partly because of 
modern prejudice to bathing in nat- 
ural waters, many types of artificial 
pools have been constructed as well 
as indoor pools. These places when 
not properly operated become stag- 
nant water filled with bacteria wash- 
ed from the bodies of hundreds of 
bathers. They are far more danger- 
ous than the creek or lake. 


"Swimming in natural waters is 


safe provided they are not polluted 


frith domestic sewage. Swimming in 
artificial pools, either outdoor or in- 
door, is safe provided they are op- 
erated according to present day san- 
itary rules. It is possible to have, 
and all well regulated pools do have, 
the water in a swimming pool as 
pure as drinking -water. Before you 
go in, look at Ihe water. Is it clear, 
and can you see the bottom of the 
pool? Ask the keeper at what tem- 
perature the water is kept. It should 
be very close to 72 degrees Fahren- 
heit, and the room in which the pool 
is located should be about two de- 
grees warmer than the water. 


"If the water is not kept clear and 


clean by constant refifieration, it is 
not a 
sanitary 
pool. The water 


should be refiltered at such a rate 
as to provide one thousand gallons 
of fresh, refiltered and 
disinfected 


•water for every twenty people who 
oatne in uie pool during me day. 
Does the management require all 
bathers to take a soap shower before 
going into the pool, and do they 
exclude from the pool room all peo- 
ple except the bathers? When these 
conditions are fulfilled the modern 
artificial pool wins, ^mt if they are 
not, 
take your chance in the Old

found the fish, which, with the prop- 
er handling of the planting situation, 
could just as well be taken in the 
easily reached streams. 


I was asked not to spread the lo- 


cation of this water to the public 
in my articles, but I will disclose it 
to those who are right, and who are 
willing to pay the pr:ce as we did. 
The natives use a long pole and 
angle worms in all their fishing, but 
I found no trouble in taking fish 
with various patterns of artificial 
flies,' although in places it was some- 
what difficult to manipulate a fly 
rod.

Moscow —VP)— Airplane services 


radiating from 
Moscow to Peking, 


Tokyo, Constantinople and other dis 
tant capitals are to be running with- 
in five years, if the Soviet govern- 
ment fulfills 
the 
program it has 


adopted for developing Russia's com- 
mercial air lines. Moscow and Len- 
ingrad already enjoy regular air ser- 
vice to-Europe, the way to the west 
being worked jointly by Russian and 
German ^interests. 


Inside^ Russia axe half a dozen 


other regular services. 
Last year 


they Carried more than 7,000 pas 
sengers, flew 1,250,000 
miles and 


kept to their schedules 90 per cent 
of the time, all without a casualty. 


"Russia is preparing for an annual 


traffic of 100,000 passengers by 1933, 
•when the new program should be 
fulfilled.

Childs, of Xew York City. He contn- ! 
buted $186,000 toward the Leonard 
Wo"d Memorial for the Eradication 
of Leprosy, but stipulated that the 
money was to be used for the con- 
struction of a hospital at Cebu.
